"You wouldn't think of sending 
your child to school with a broken 
leg not in splints, yet some people 
send their children to school without 
glasses even though badly needed 
just because they don't^ -like to see 
their children wear them," declared 
Dr. Frank Keefe in his ' talk before 
the grade school Parent Teacher as- 
sociation Monday night. 

Speaking on the subject, "Sending 
the Whole Child to School," Dr. Keefe 
said that there is danger of not only 
making the child unsocial but anti- 
social through the handicap of poor 
sight. . , 

He begged the parents to cease 
their neglect of their children where 
health is concerned and give them 
full opportunity to live normal lives 
by delecting physical defects as 
early as possible and correcting them 
if such can be done.

••We doctors don't want Jimmy to 
wear glasses any more than you par- 
ents do, but if it means that he can 
3ee the blackboard, or can read his 
books, then wc know, as you know, 
he needs glasses," he said. 

Dr. Keefe said the theory that all 
crossed eyes were the result of weak 
eye muscles* was exploded as erron- 
eous 15 years ago. 

"We know it is tHo lack of power 
to fuse images and that power lies 
in the brain," he explained. "That 
calls for different treatment than 
that of correcting muscle control." . 

Dr. Keefe explained nearsighted- 
ness and farsightedness and the ap- 
proach to making these corrcctins. 

The talk was preceded by a pro- 
gram of entertainment in which Pat- 
sy Kuelman and Gene Baelhkc played 
trumpet solos.

Responsive to Our Needs 

Government ownership Is often urged as the 
remedy for all our real or Imagined economic ills, 
But. in practice, socialized industry seems to have a 
habit of falling far short of the roseate dreams held 
out by its starrj'-eycd advocates. .\ good example of 
that can be found along the Oregon Coast where some 
years ago a People's Utility District (PUD) look over 
the facilities of the private utility Iha had long scr\-cd 
the area. 

Since this PUD came In, the principal change has 
been an almost unbelievable decline in the standards 
of electric seri'ice. Complete stoppages are frequent. 
Stringent rules cover the use of electricity and the 
hookup of appliances. This is quite a change from the 
old days when the private utility automatically provided 
all the juice desired when and where wanted, under 
strict public regulation from which the PUD is exempt- 
ed. 

i\s a result, communities which joined the PUD 
believing they would get plenty of power for practi- 
cally nothing arc now looking at it with a jaundiced 
' eye. The city council of one of the larger towns in the 
region recently passed unanimously a resolution toj 
get out of the PUD and set up a municipal plant. An- 1 
other of the larger towns has long been restive and 
is looking for a way out. And in the meantime, the 
consumer gets a kind of power service that would 
immediately bring the toughest possible crackdown 
from public service commissions if it were provided 
by a regulated, private company. 

What this all adds up to is that socialism pro- 
duces nothing of itself — except, as a rule, political 
bungling, red tape, and waste. Only private enter- 
prise is responsive to the needs and desires ,of the 
people. That goes for power serv'ice — and il goes for 
all other kinds of business as well.

Industry Asserts It Is Out 

To Prove Its Worth in 

Postwar Market. 



. NEW YORK. — The magnesium 
Industry, among metals, is loosen- 
ing its slingshot to do battle with 
auch goliaths as steel and aluminum 
for its share ol a vast postwar 
market. 

Magnesium is strictly a war baby 
—unusually precocious but still with 
a lot to learn about the arts of 
peace. 

The war forced a fabulous expan- 
sion in production because aircraft 
ond munitions makers discovered 
magnesium did things no otiicr 
metai could do so well. 

Now the industry asserlcdly is 
out to prove to the housewife, the 
sportsman, the automobile manu- 
facturer, the machine maker, thnl 
magnesium can do for them things 
no other metal can do so well. 
Cost a .Minor Factor. 

During the war, cost was a com- 
paratively minor factor. Output in 
1943 skyrocketed more than 50 
times above the 1939 level. The gov- 
ernment put up 370 million dollars 
for building and equipment to get 
the magnesium the nation needed. 

Now magnesium must stand on 
its own feet in a highly competi- 
tive commercial world. One dollar's 
worth of magnesium must go as far 
as one dollar's worth of aluminum 
or steel or copper — other factors 
being equal. 

On a cost basis, industry spokes- 
men say magnesium is already in 
a favorable competitive position in 
a number of fields long dominated 
by better known metals. 

Its boosters see scores of addi- 
tional areas to conquer as and if 
production co.'Sta decline ond fab- 
ricating techniques improve. 

Enthusiasts claim magnesium is 
the forerunner in a new age of light 
metals. The industry, they say, is 
earmarked for a period of expansion 
Umiled only by the ingenuity, tinter- 
'prise and aggressiveness of its lead- 
ers. 

Production Under Way. 

Production of dozens of articles 
msde of magnesium for the con- 
sumer ma.'ket :s already under 
way. Fabricators stul are bedeviled 
cy the headaches which go with any 
cew project but, as these gradually 
* are overcome, .'rore and more r.r.- 
ished products wilj go to market.

Fresh Carrots 

According to the food research 
specialist"*, carrots in the stores 
are prettier with tops on, but less 
fresh.

When the carrot is 
pulled out of the ground, the nour- 
ishment goes the other way, and the 
leaves draw moisture and food from 
the root. Some truckers cut ofT car- 
rot tops but some do not. To keep 
the carrots fresh, cut olT tKe tops 
before you store them. The snmf- 
rule holds gc^d for other root 
vegetables — beets, turnips, pars- 
nips, radishes. Take oif lops to keep 
them fresh,
